has been done in the Series since 
1957 when the University of 
California pulled off the same 
feat. 

And the triumph of Rod De- 
deaux’ Trojans marked the first 
time any school has won the 
Series three times. USC also 
won in 1948 and 1958. Last year 
USC was runner-up to Minne- 
sota. 

This time the Trojans won by 
defeating Texas, 8-6, in the open- 
er; Boston College, 10-3, in the 
second round; Oklahoma State, 
4-2, in the third round; Boston 
College, 4-3 in a 10-inning quar- 
ter-final game and then edging 
Oklahoma State, 1-0, in a master- 
ful championship game duel. 

The championship game saw a 


‘}scoreless duel up to the eighth 


inning when Art Ersepke singled 
home the winning run. Jim With- 
ers, hurling his second triumph 
of the Series, stopped the Cow- 
boys on a four-hit shutout. 

Veteran coaches watching the 
tournament said they saw the 
greatest infield play in Series 
history. And there were thrills 
by the dozens. 

Oklahoma State won the open- 
er of the tourney on a ninth- 
inning pinch-single by Gentry 
Politte and a following pinch-hit 
home run by Billy Ketchum to 
beat Duke, 3-2. 

The second day of the tourna- 
ment saw 11 home runs hit in 
four games. And there were a 
total of 17 in the tourney—two 
each by Duke’s great sophomore, 
Ron Davis, and by Syracuse’s 
Bill Connors, 

Eastern teams made a very 
strong bid to upset the perennial 
western powerhouses. 

Boston College, from District 
1, and Syracuse, from District 2, 
swept into the semi-finals. BC, 
a light-hitting team that went 
against USC with a Series team 
batting average of only .170, 
pushed the Trojans to the limit. 
USC won 43 in 10-innings. 


And Syracuse, showing tre- 


soo | mendous hitting strength in its 


first appearance in the tourna- 
ment, was finally halted, 80, by 
Oklahoma State. ‘ 

Southern Cal, a strong, brilli- 
ant ball club, was the best bal- 
anced of all teams and it lived 
up to its ranking of No. 1 by 
COLLEGIATE BASEBALL 
newspaper. 

For the second straight year 
COLLEGIATE BASEBALL'S 
poll has hit the tourney finalists 
almost perfectly. This year USC 
and Oklahoma State were ranked 
1-2 in the fina] poll. That’s just 
how they finished in the 1961 
College World Series.

Ist Silver 
Baseball 
Award Set 


OMAHA—Abe Chanin, editor- 
publisher of Collegiate Baseball 
newspaper, has been named the 
recipient of the first annual Sil- 
ver Baseball Award, it was an- 
nounced by the National Collegi- 
ate Baseball Writers Association. 


The award, sponsored by the 
writers association, is for the in- 
dividual “who has done the most 
for college baseball during the 
year.” The Silver Baseball Award, 
presented by Wilson Sporting 
Goods, will be made in Chicago 
in January at the mid-winter 
meetings of the National Collegi- 
ate Athletic Association. 

Co-chairman of the 13-member 
committee which designated Cha- 
nin as the first recipient of the 
award, are John H. Kobs, base- 
ball coach of Michigan State Uni- 
versity, and J. Kyle Anderson, 
Baseball coach of the University 
of Chicago. The announcement 
was made as the 1961 College 
World Series drew to a close. 

In announcing the award, the 
selection committee noted that 
Chanin had taken the reins of 
Collegiate Baseball newspaper 
from its infancy and built it into 
a nationally-known newspaper. 
It is the official newspaper of 
the American Association of Col- 
lege Baseball Coaches. 

- Chanin also serves as national 

public relations chairman for the 
AACBC and coordinator for the 
group’s all-American selection 
committee.

been with the Arizona Daily 
Star for 20 years and its sports 
editor for the last 16.

WASHINGTON, D.C.—For an 
unprecedented fourth consecu- 
tive year, The Citadel has come 
up with the Southern Confer- 
ence’s batting champion—but it 
would be difficult to say the 
latest titlewinner fits in any pat- 
ern, 


Jerry Buchanan, a senior out- 
fielder, won the title with a .429 
average, just two percentage 
points ahead of West Virginia’s 
Ed Tekavec. 


There are two things unusual 
about Buchanan. At 5-foot-9, he’s 
just about the smallest player 
in the league. And he’s a lad who 
went to school in his hometown, 
Charleston, S.C., and made good 
—not only in baseball but basket- 
ball. Despite his half-pint size, 
Buchanan appeared in all 25 of 
The Citadel’s basketball games 
last season. 


For both Buchanan and Teka- 
vec, the season represented some- 
thing of a comeback. Buchanan 
hit .317 as a sophomore, but 
slumped seriously to .255 last 
season. Tekavec, an_ infielder, 
made his comeback after hitting 
a team-low .216 in 1960. 


Among the pitchers, West Vir- 
ginia’s Tom Shafer scored a 
clean sweep, leading the league 
with a 6-1 won-lost mark and a 
1.45 earned run average. He’s 
the first to win both major pitch- 
ing titles since the league began 
compiling statistics in 1956.

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Pros Need Some Realism

PROFESSIONAL BASEBALL is sadly in 
need of realism. 

For example: In Omaha Johnny McHale, gen- 
eral manager of the Milwaukee Braves, says: 
"How stupid can we be to pay these tremen- 
dous bonuses?” 

And then he adds: “But I guess we'll con- 
tinue with it until a better system comes along.” 

So Kansas City pays out $125,000 for an un- 
tried youngster. Other clubs immediately start 
chasing a Michigan star with a price tag, set 
by the competing pros, at between $150,000 
and $200,000. 

It’s time the owners of major league clubs 
threw out suspicions and put some realism in 
their conferences. An orderly draft (and no 
campus raiding) of college players would end 
all this mad rush to the bank.

BOSTON, Mass. — College 
baseball is on the threshold of a 
new era. Summer schedules— 
April through September—will 
create a new dimension to the 
collegiate sport. 


In New England at least, 
Dartmouth is expected to ini- 
tiate the move. That’s when 
the New Hampshire Ivy 
League school officially effects 
an accelerated, year-around 
curriculum on a regular basis. 


Other colleges are consider- 
ing the plan. Among them, 
reportedly, are University of 
Massachusetts, Springfield Col- 
lege and Colgate. Some educa- 


tors forecast that most colleges 
will adopt the system in the 
near future. 


Skyrocketing education costs 
and population, of course, are 
the key reasons. Too, with 
many going on to post-gradu- 
ate study, the student can com- 
plete undergraduate work soon- 


er—in three years instead of 
four. 


The program will be option- 
al, not compulsory. Thus the 
working student, who depends 
on vacation finances, will still 
have the chance to earn as be- 
fore.
